During Monday he 
"urehased a second-hand 38-calibre re- 
volver, for which he paid $2.50. At about

Vabash caboose, with a brakemau named 
31enn, he pulled out the revolver and 
>laeing the muzzle above his right ear 
ie fired the bullet into his head, which 
!aused his death in a few moments. Two 
etters had been written by the suicide 
.ddressed to a sister and a cousin, but 
heir contents are unknown. It is be- 
ieved that the act was the result of trou- 
le between Mrs. Tucker and her hus- 
>and, from whom she had been separated 
or a number of years.

examination by C. A. Ewing, she was 
excused.

In memoriam. 


F, PITT HARDS was born in Frances- 


town, N. H.( on May 9,1834. He came to 
Decatur about the year 1857, nnd was 
married to Miss Mary E. Ellioit on Feb. 
7,1860. She died on Sept. 30, 1863. He 
was married again on Sept. 18,1865, to 
Mrs. Maria A. Elliott. She died on April 
20,1871. On May 26,1880, deceased was 
married the third time to Mrs. Louisa 
Ward. While in Decatur Mr. Hardy was 
at first engaged in the dry goods business 
and afterwards in the dairy business for 
a number of years. Eight years ago he 
moved from Decatur to Lovington, and 
while there he engaged in farming for 
three years, the balance of the time as 
traveling salesmen for different firms. 
The cause of his death was a cancer, 
which made its appearance first on Sept. 
1, 1882. He was confined to his house 
from Jan. 1,1883, confined to his bed from 
Feb. 18,1883; he died Feb. 23,1883, at 
1:40 p.m. He passed sway very quietly 
and with but little suffering. 
He was 


conscious up to within a few hours of his 
death. Harry E. Hardy, his only child 
arrived home from Nebraska Thursday 
morning before his father's death; was ai 
his bedside only about 36 hours before 
his death. He leaves a wife and an only 
son, and three step-children, two boys 
and one little girl. He leaves a brother 
in Norfolk, Nebraska, and three sisters 
living in Francestown, N. H,, to mourn 
the loss of a husband, brother and father, 
and a host of friends.

and weighs the graio, olovates it into 
a wagon, and keeps a correct account 
of the number of bushels threshed. 
It is shaped something like a railroad 
freight car, but smaller, and there is 
not u particle oE machinery visible 
except one wheel, to which is attach- 
ed tho chain connected with tho 
steam ougine. 
Chains are used in 


stead of belts and straps. It can be 
run with less hands than tho old ma- 
chine, while doing twice the work.

"BANDS OP HOPE." 


EDTTOBS BUUBLICAX:—It may be ot 


interest to jour readers to learn som» 
particulars regarding the two Juvenile 
Temperance Societies organized lait fall 
under the direction of tbe Wom»n'» 
Christian Temperance Union. 
These 


Bands of Hope have met regularly every 
Sunday afternoon at half-past 8 o'clock, 
and considering the severity of the weath- 
er, the great amount of sickness, and that 
religious services were held at the same 
hour, the attendance has been good. The 
Fifth Ward Band, which meets at the 
Eldorado hose house, is the larger of the 
two; but its elder sister, the Third Ward 
Band, which meets in Janes' Chapel, is 
growing, the average attendance in the 
last month being 45. The chief object of 
these schools is to impress upon the 
iniuds of the children a thorough knowl- 
edge of ihe effects of alcohol and in 
abhorrence 
o£ 
the three great evils, 


intemperance, tobacco and profanity, and 
also to help others to shun these evils. 
By menns of temperance literature, con- 
sisting of books, papers aud tracts, circu- 
lated by the children, it is hoped to do 
something in the work of educating pub- 
lic sentiment; and it may be that some 
ntemperate parents can be reached, as

by private enterprise, would seem to in 
dieate that it ia needed. Evidently De 
catnr ia not living up to its privilegea in 
this age of progress and developmen 
elsewhere. 


The need of a free delivery in De 


catur has never been felt until very 
recently, and consequently there has 
been no effort made to secure its ad 
vantages. 
Of late, however, 110 one 


who goes to the post office two or 
three times a day can have failed to 
observe the very remarkable increas< 
in the crowds which frequent the of 
fico. The post office is by no means 
a small room, but it is often crowded 
to such a degree as to make it un 
comfortable and 
inconvenient to 


reach the delivery windows. The 
letter carrier system would do much 
to relieve this, and would prove 
great saving to people who live or do 
business at a distance from the office 


The law governing the matter of 


free delivery is as follows: 


SEO. 307—Letter carriers shall bo em 


ployed for the delivery of mail matter us 
frequently as the public convenience may

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The Proposed Road Law. 


Senator Hogan's bill for a new 


road law, which is now before the 
senate committee en roads and high- 
ways, is attracting very general at- 
tentiou, and calling forth much fa- 
vorable comment. 
The bill provides 


an ample fund for the construction 
of a system of permanent highways, 
the same to be derived from the fol- 
lowing sources: 


First—An annual appropriation of 


11,000,000 Irorn the state treasury. 


Second—All the money paid into 


the state treasury for the nest ten 
years by the Illinois Central Kail- 
road Company—estimated to be not 
less than 1300,000 annually. 


Third—An annual local tax of 40 


cents on the $100. 


The details of the bill, as culled 


by the Chicago Tribune, are as fol- 
lows: 


1. The proportion of the fund re- 


ceived by each county is to be de- 
termined by the number of legal vo- 
ters as shown by the general election 
last preceding the day of payment, 
except that in counties containing 
cities of more than 20,000 popula- 
tion the number of legal voters in 
such cities shall not be included in 
the estimate of the proportion duo 
said counties. 


2. The people of every county aro 


required to vote a local tax of 40 
cents per $100 for constructing and 
maintaining public highways, tho 
revenue from which is to be made u 
part of the permanent fund: and tho 
failure to comply with this condition 
shall deprive the counties refusing to 
help themselves of the share they 
would otherwise receive from 
tho 


state fund. 


3. County Ureasurera are required 


to give a special bond for the safe- 
keeping of the road fund, and when 
they fail to do so it is provided that 
a trustee shall be appointed to take 
charge of the fund under bonds. 
It 


is also provided that the work of con- 
struction and maintenance shall bo 
conducted under the supervision of a 
competent civil engineer, aud that a 
Highway Supervisor shall bo selected 
by the County Board to keep the 
highways in proper repair. 


4. The conditions prescribed for 


the public highways are: Thuv .shall 
bo not less than two rods nor more 
than six rods wide ; at, leabt thirty 
feet shall be graded according to the 
profile determined by tho civil en- 
gineer; the centre lino must be at 
least one foot higher than tho outer 
lines; not less than twenty-live, foet 
of the roadbed shall bo covered with 
gravel, stone, or hard clinker-brick 
in such manner and to such depth as 
shall make it hard and solid: tho 
roads shall be drained by tiles of rot 
less than two inches in width, which 
shall be sunk not lobs than two feet 
deep on each side of, and not moro 
than four feet from, the roadbed 


5. It is required that euch county 


shall select not less than two nor 
more than four highways for improve 
meet at the wtart, and provision is 
made for the purchase of toll-roads 
by annual installments nnd the con- 
version thereof into free public high- 
ways. 


Tho experience of practical men 


m Illinois will at once .suggn.it that 
Senator Hogau hat.been too econom- 
ical in the matter of drain tile, tiutl 
that a much more liberal provision 
must bo marie in thir, regard. 
There 


may be some other points in the bill 
that will need revision, but it, is a 
much more practical measure than 
any other we have Keen, and ought to 
receive the careful consideratipn of 
the legislature.

THI following bill, wkicPhas been 


passed by the Illinois senate and now 
goes to the house, is claimed to be 
one of the most important in the se- 
ries of bills under consideration in 
the legislature for a reform of the 
criminal jurisprudence of this state. 
It provides: 


Thtit when affidavit is made for a con- 


tinuance in behalf of the people or any 
defendant iu a criminal case, on the 
ground of the absence of a material wit- 
ness, the state's attorney or the defendant, 
as tlic cnse may be, sball not be required 
to admit tho absolute truth ol the matter 
set up iu t)je affidavit for continuance, but 
only that such witness, if present, would 
testify as alleged in the affidavit; and if 
it is so admitted no continuance shall be 
granted, but the cnse shall go to trial, aud 
the party admitting the same shall be 
permitted to controvert the statement 
contained ill such affidavit by other evi- 
dence, or to impeach such absent witness 
the same ns if he had testified in person; 
provided, that the court may in its dis- 
cretion require the opposite piirty to ad- 
mit the truth absolutely of any such affi- 
davit when, from the nature of the case, 
hemtiy boot opinion that the ends of 
justice require it; provided, further, that 
this act shall not apply to applications 
for continuances at tbe same term of tho 
court at which the indictment is found 
or information filed. 


Tho object of this is to expedite 


the trials of indicted criminals, and 
if that will be the effect, the bill 
ought to become a law.

Tho Census and Agriculture.

dle States, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Delaware, -where 
755,035 persons raised crops to tho 
value of 8343,757,'272, or *I5I to 
each person. Tho Western or Mis 
sissippi Valley States come next in 
order, with 2,840,514 pernons pro- 
ducing crops worth SOKV-'OO/iri^, or 
$389 to eacb worker. Now England's 
poor soil and worse climnlu cut her 
products down so that I'D 1,815 farm 
workers produce only 8103,^48,506, 
or $1542 each. But "the astonishing 
resultis in the South. Here 4,070,- 
945 laborers produce values aggre- 
gating $750,391,308, or only §185 to 
each worker.

SECTION 1. That for the purpose of en- 


couraging the construction of permanent 
rock, gravel or macadam roads in Una 
state, and for the purpose of reimbursing 
the several counties in the state in such 
sums as have been levied in excess of 
taxation and now remain to the credit or 
the revenue fund, there be appropriated 
out of the general revenue fund, and ap- 
portioned among the several counties of 
this state, a sum equal to the amount 
gross levied by said county or other •au- 
thorities during the year 1883, and every 
year thereafter for road and bridge pur- 


2 That it shall be the duty of the 


auditor of state to annually, before the 
first day of July, make euoh pro rata 
credit to all such counties as avail thern- 
eelves of the provisions of this act, aud 
upon the completion of such pro rata al- 
lotment his warrant upon the state trea- 
surer suiill stnnd to the credit of such 
county, to be paid when called for. 


SEO. 3. That tho provisions of this out 


shall apply only to such county antkon-_ 
ties as begin and carry on the constinc-" 
;ion of permanent roads by responsible 
contract, and under the direction of com- 
petent civil engineers. 


THE House, rear the close of the 


last session, appointed a committee 
to go on a junketing tour to "inves- 
tigate" the improvements in the 
navigation of the Mississippi. Now 
the Senate follows suit. 
A resolu- 


tion was adopted yesterday provi- 
ding for this pleasure trip at the na- 
tional expense. While the Senate is 
about it, why doesn't it provide for 
an excursion down the river of the 
Senate in a body, or even of the 
whole Congress, with the President 
and Cabinet thrown in ? Something 
might be gained through an investi- 
gation by a committee of the whole. 
Detraction would at least be silenced. 


THE Chicago Times thus tells the 


plain truth about its Democratic 
friends in congress: 


When the Democrats in congress 


pretend that they have not been try- 
ing to obstruct tariff legislation, they 
pretend falsely. No intelligent per-

votes, and is said to have pledged 
liimsolf to "independent" action. If 
lio should take up tho role laid down 
by David Davis, tho Senate would 
stand 37 Republicans, 30 Democrats, 
2 Iveadjusters and 1 Independent. 
Considering the anti-monopoly com- 
plications in New Jersey, the Repub- 
licans appear to have come out of 
the contest in very good shape. The 
Omaha Republican says of General 
Manderson, whose character 
and 


abilities are highly spoken of on all 
sides, that "the railroad question, so 
far as it affects active politics, may 
be considered shelved by the election 
of a man who has never been a fa- 
vorite of the corporations on the one 
band, or the tool of the demagogues 
on the other, but who has a large 
ability to discern the right and an 
unaltering readiness to embrace it "
